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FIRST OFFICIAL ACTION 



The invention of the present application relates to a chip pick-up device and 
method of manufacturing a semiconductor device. The invention was examined 
and the following are the remarks made in the examination. 

1 . Claim 1 does not have inventive step, and does not satisfy the 
requirement under the Patent Law, Section 22 (3). Claim 1 recites a pick up 
device. Reference 1 discloses a device for picking up a diode, a chip or the like 
from a cohesive soil, which comprises an adhesive tape; individual chips attached 
to an adhesive band; a push up mechanism for pushing a chip up from a back of 
the cohesive surface of the adhesive band and thus separating the chip from the 
cohesive band; and a collet for maintaining a suction state to the chip until it is 
separated from the adhesive tape and picking up the chip as it ascends. (See the 
specification of the reference, column 4, line 27 to column 6, line 5 and FIG. 1.) 
The technical idea recited in the claim and the technical contents disclosed in the 
re f erence are compared with each other, and it is concluded that the only 
difference between them is that the invention comprises the "first controller for 
controlling the ascending time and descending time of a pin and stopping the 
operation for a predetermined time period when the ascending operation changes 
t 0 the descending operation. Further, it is only natural that a chip pick up device 
includes a control system for the push up mechanism and conveying mechanism. 
This point is obvious for a person having ordinary skill in the art. Thus, the 
technique recited in the claim does not have a substantial remarkable feature or 
distinguished progress, and therefore it is concluded that the present invention 
does not have inventive step. 

2. Similarly, the additional technical feature recited in Claim 3 of the 
present invention is disclosed in Reference 1. Reference 1 teaches that the 
adhesive tape is an organic film in which an adhesive is applied on one of the 
surfaces. Here, Claim 1 on which this claim is dependent has not inventive step, 
and therefore the technical idea recited in Claim 3 does not have inventive step 
defined by the Patent Law, Section 22, (3). 

3. The additional technical feature recited in Claim 10, "two pairs of pins 
located on a diagonal line are arranged such as to make at least one set of four 
pins that are located symmetrically at a point with an allowance of error of 100 nm" 
is not clear in meaning, which makes the scope of the claim indefinite. Thus, this 
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claim does not satisfy the requirements under the Section 20 (1 ) of the regulations. 

4. Claim 13 does not have novelty under the Section 22 (2) of the Patent 
Law. Claim 13 covers a method of manufacturing a semiconductor device. 
However, the subject matter covered by this claim should be changed to a "method 
of picking up a semiconductor chip" in accordance with the contents of the 
specification of the present invention. Reference 1 discloses a method of picking 
up a diode and a semiconductor chip from an adhesive tape, which includes the 
following procedure. That is, an individual chip is pushed up with a pin from the 
rear surface of the adhesive surface of the adhesion tape, and at the same time, 
the collet located above the chip is descended to be brought into contact with the 
chip to suction it. After that, the collet is ascended to separate the chip from the 
adhesive tape, and the operation proceeds to the next step. (See Reference 1 , 
the specification, column 4, line 27 to column 6, line 5 and FIG. 1 .) Thus, 
Reference 1 teaches all the technical features recited in the independent claim 13 
and it belongs to the same technical field, solves the same technical problem and 
exhibits the same technical advantage as those of the present invention. 
Therefore, it is judged that Claim 13 does not have novelty defined by the Section 
22 (2) of the Patent Law. 

5. The additional technical features recited in Claims 14 and 15 are merely 
ordinary means that are frequently employed by a person having ordinary skill in 
the art. Therefore, if Claim 13, from which these claims are dependent, lacks 
novelty, Claims 14 and 15 do not have novelty defined under the Section 22 (2) of 
the Patent Law as well. 

6. Claims 17 and 20 recite a chip pick up device and a method of 
manufacturing a semiconductor device, respectively. Claims 1 and 13 lack 
novelty or inventive step and therefore Claims 17 and 20 do not share the 
analogous specific technical feature with Claims 1 and 13. Therefore, there is no 
unity between the technical ideas recited in Claims 17 and 20 and those of Claims 
1 and 1 3. Thus, they do not satisfy the regulations under the Section 31 (1 ) of the 
Patent Law. 
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7. The title of the present invention should be amended to "Chip Picking-up 
Device and Chip Pick-up Device". 

For the reasons stated above, the present application, with its contents as 
they are now, cannot be granted as patent. The applicant should amend the 
documents filed with the application, based on the remarks made in this Action, 
and file new claims. The application should be careful in amending the 
documents, to comply with the Section 33 of the Patent Law and not to exceed the 
scope of the original specification and original claims. Further, the applicant 
should fully explain in the written opinion the reason why the amended claims have 
novelty or inventive step.
